Another dietary 
which is a well known one is: Steat, 
14 ounces; hatter, 2 ounces; milk, 28 
ounces: potatoes, 16 ounces; bread, 16 
ounces, giving 4,48 of protein and 5 43 
of fat. 


The last report of Instructor 1L E. 


Jaffa on "The Sindy of Human Poods 
and Practical Dietetics" contains inter- 
esting figures as to the foods required in 
different professous. It is shown in the 
tables that tho more the physical work 
he larger is the amount of food re- 
quired. The "fuel value" of the diets 
o which the Berkeley subjects are to 
conform is 3403, -while that of men at 
hard Ijibor is given at 5700. Tho aver- 
ge dietaries of sereu professional men 
f Europe is given as 2670 in ' 'food val- 
e,:l vdiile the value of five American 
rofessicnal men is 3925, which is close 
o thai of the diet for the prospective 
subjects of experiment.—San .Francisco 
Chronicle.
